OHINA.

SHANGHAI, 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 8th 
June ; the P. and O. mail from London April 18 arrived out 
on the lst June. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald :— . 


‘We regret to have to record the total loss of the steamer 
Drummond Castle. She appears to have run ashore, in thick 
weather, on an islet of the Chinsan group, about 2.30 a.m. on the 
morning of the 3lst May. News of the loss was received here 
the same night by the American steamer Ping-on, which had 
picked up a boat containing the boatswain and eight of her crew 
in the immediate neighbourhood of the Chinsan islands. Imme- 
diately on the arrival of the Ping-on, Admiral Shadwell ordered 
H.M.S. Salamis to go in search of the remainder of the crew ; 
and she left here early on the morning of the Ist June, having 
on board Mr. Brenen as representative of H.M.’s Consul. She 
reached the wreck at 4 P.M., and proceeded to search the neigh- 
bouring islands for signs of the missing men. Towards dusk a 
fishing boat arrived alongside, having on board Captain Mac- 
Ritchie and four others, who reported that the remainder of 
those saved in their boat were in a village about six miles off. 
To this village she went at daylight next morning, and took on 
board eighteen more men, and one child who was going home as 
passenger. The people on shore had been very kind to the ship- 
wrecked crew, fed them, and did what they could to give them 
shelter. It being supposed that the third boat might be on the 
same island, the Salamzs steamed round and landed at the prin- 
cipal village, where all she could learn was that twenty-four 
men and a boat were to be found further on. As she had these 
already on board, and could hear nothing of the missing boat, 
she shaped her course for Shanghai, telegraphing the news from 
Gutzlatt on the way, and in the river picked up a junk with a 
freight boat in tow containing eleven more men, making up the 
whale number, forty-four, who were on board the Drummond 
Castle. These had landed on another island, where they found 
a native pilot-boat, which agreed to take them up. 

A Naval Court, to inquire into the loss of the steamer, was 
held on the 5th and 6th June, under the presidency of H.BM. 
Consul, with Lieut. Helby, R.N. ; Capt. Hockin, of the P. and 
O. steamer Sunda; and Capt. Edmonds, of the Sir Lancelot, 
as naval assessors. The judgment of the Court was that the 
master’s certificate be suspended for one year, the second mate’s 
for six months, and that the boatawain be fined one month’s pay. 
Captain MacRitchie howeveris complimented for the way in which 
he Archaved after the accident took place, while the second mate 
is severely censured for leaving the vessel without ordera, and 
failing to support the master in the performance of his duties. 

A meeting of the North China Branch of the Asiatic Society 
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was held on the 2nd June, when papers on “ A Visit to the City 
of Confucius” and the “French Expedition up the Meikong,” 
were read respectively by the Rev. Mr. Edkins and S. A. 
Viguier, Esq., and some interesting remarks were made ‘by 
various gentlemen on both subjects. ; 

A meeting was held on the 3rd June of the friends and sub- 
scribers to the Chinese Hospital. An interesting report on the 
working of the hospital wae read by Dr. Johnston, the medical 
officer. The accounts presented by Mr. Fearon, the honorary 
treasurer, showed a balance in hand of Tls. 638, besides Ts. 
3,700 at credit of building fund. Plans for a new building were 
examined, and the trustees hope to be very shortly in a position 
to commence it. 

The Amateur Dramatic Company gave their concluding per- 
formance for the season in the Club Concordia Theatre on the 
3rd June. The entertainment opened with a rather poor farce, 
entitled “A Thumping Legacy,” which, however, was passably 
acted. But the comic drama of “The Chimney Corner” amply 
atoned for any defects in the farce, and was acted admirably. The 
orchestra of amateurs, under M. Remusat, was exceptionally 
good, and its selectious well chosen. 

Bale musters of the new silk were shown on the 3rd June, and 
the market was opened on the 5th at prices much higher than 
were at first anticipated, considering the mixed manner in which 
the article has been brought to market. Chop No. 3’s have 
realised from Tls. 460 to 500 per picul, although native dealers 
are quoting the sales at 5 to 10 Taels higher. Market three 
Tsatlee Tls. 445 to 455, and fair to good four Tls. 425 to 435. 
It is a pity that prices should have been forced for this mail, as 
from 4,000 to 5,000 bales are expected down next week, when 
we think much lower rates might have been established. 

Last year the Chamber of Commerce circulated a notice show- 
ing up the great deterioration in China silks for some years past, 
and pointing out the absolute necessity of more careful prepara- 
tion if this branch of our trade was to be maintained successfully. 
Unfortunately this effort was only made after reeling had com- 
menced, so it had no effect; but this year the warnings and ad- 
vice were circulated in ample time by the Chamber of Commerce, 
and als» by many private firms here, seconded by the Shanghai 
Silk Guild, who were fully alive to the importance of the subject. 
The return for this time and trouble expended, as we have said 
before, must be most disappointing if the season’s silk is to be 
judged by the first musters shown, for that put forward now is 
(for chop) said to be as bad, if not worse, than last season’s. 
The silk received thus far is said to be different in colour, coarse, 
mixed in packing, and dirty, the very evils which have called forth 
- such great complaints from consumers at home, and forced them to 
a large extent to discard Asiatic silks and fall back upon Italians. 
The immediate consequence has been the lowering of the norma 
value of old and what used to be standard chops ; yet the cure 
rests to a great extent with buyers here, if they will give their 
attention to buying silk instead of paper. The Chinese will 
naturally lower the class to the utmost point, so long as they find 
a chop paper influences the inspector to pass the silk ; and the 
result has been that, where a chop used to be a guarantee, say of 
best 4’s, these are now put down in London as 44, and even lower. 
There could not be a better opportunity than the present to re- 
cover this lost ground ; a fortnight’s firmness now on the part 
of foreigners would so effectually touch natives in their tenderest 
eign pocket—that not only cheaper, but well selected and 

tter packed silk would be secured. Besides, in face of the 
stocks at home, say 50,000 bales, the supplies available from here, 
Japan and Canton, about 100,000 bales, and a fair average con- 
tinental yield, the question does suggest itself—what is to be done 
with it all? 

An alarm of fire was given from Hongkew on the night of the 
4th June. The rumour that it was at the Hongkew Wharf led 
to some excitement, but the engines had not all started before the 
bell ceased to toll. The fire had broken out in the wheel-house 
of the steamer Lee Yuen, lying alongside the wharf, from what 
cause we have yet been unable to learn ; and the alarm was car- 
ried to the Hongkew Police-station by some Chinese. When a 
fire-engine, the nearest at hand, reached the wharf gates, however, 
it was met by the announcement that the fire had been got under 
with buckets by those on board the steamer. 

We have to acknowledge a copy of the Customs Gazette for the 
first quarter of 1873. The import into Shanghai of grey and 
white shirtings was 774,000 and 68,000 pieces, against 1,178,000 
and 123,000 respectively, in the corresponding quarter of 1872, 
and T-cloths figure only for 287,000, against 779,000. Drills, 
however, show a considerable increase, 311,000 pieces, against 
190,000 ; jeans, chintzes, turkey reds, velvets, and lawns and 
muslins also show a large increase. About 15,000 more pieces of 
woollens arrived than in 1872 ; nearly all kinds participating in 
the increase except cloth and figured lustres. The import of iron 
was 68,000 piculs, against 56,000, but lead fell from 40,000 to 
6,000, and copper from 10,000 to 2,000 piculs. The quantity of 
cotton and woollen goods sent inland, under transit pass was 
very much less, but that of metals and sundries very much 
greater than in 1872. The revenue was only Tls. 630,000, 


against Tls. 750,000.

The following is a translation of the proclamation of the Go- 
vernor General of Netherlands India, announcing the blockade 
of the Atchinese coast :— 

The Governor-General of Netherlands India, Commander-in-Chief of 
the land and naval forces of H.M. the King of the Netherlands to the 
East of the Cape of Good Hope, makes known to all whom it may 
concern, that on account of the state of war which exists between the 
Government of Netherlands India and the kingdom of Atchin, the ports 
and landing places, coasts, rivers, bays, and creeks of the said kingdom 
and its dependencies are hereby declared to be ina state of blockade 
with all the consequences connected therewith, and that the Commander 
of the naval forces stationed in the waters of Atchin has been charged 
with the carrying out of this measure.—Given at Buitenzorg the 4th 
June, 1873. Lovupon. 


The Dutch Government steamship Sourabaya left Batavia on 
the 4th June for Atchin, in order to form part of the blockading 
squadron there ; she had in tow the aan | Josephine, containing 

On the 5th the steamship Watergens, Bunnik, 
arrived at Batavia ; after staying a few days there she will pro- 
ceed to strengthen the blockading squadron. The Watergens is 
armed with six guns, and manned by 134 officers and seamen. 
According to the Java Bode of the 7th June, the Metalen Kruts 
had arrived in Atchinese waters. The Netherlands India Steam 
Navigation Company has offered to sell to the Government 
for blockading p the steamers Baron Bentinck and 
Minister Fransen Van de Putte, for £.700,000, Tenders, to 
be accepted or otherwise in December next, have been 
invited at Batavia for a regular steam service in the In- 
dian Archipelago from 1876 to 1890, in consequence of 
the approaching expiration of the existing contract with the 
N.LS.N. Company. According to the Bode the blockading 
squadron in Atchinese waters will, besides the Sourabaya, Me- 
talen, Kruis, and Watergens, consist of the Citadel van Ant- 
werpen, Sumatra, den Briel, Timor, Coehoorn, Admiral Van 
Kinsbergen, Telegraaf, and Siak, with an armament consisting of 
seventy guns and manned by 1,010 officers and seamen; owing 
to reinforcements, the total number of the latter is in reality 
greater than the figures given ; thus the Sourabaya, which in 
the Bode’s List is set down as manned by sixty-five officers and 
seamen, has had that number raised to 240.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 23rd 
June ; the P. and O. mail from London, May 16, arrived out on 
the 15th June. The following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :—- 

We have received the papers laid before the Legislative Coun- 
cil on the 16th June, memorandum by the Colonial Engineer as 
to the Water Supply, petition from Chinese merchants relative 
to the treatment of Chinese immigrants, and the report of the 
Commission appointed to inquire into the desirabikri or other- 
wise of introducing Chinese as ordinary members’. ‘he Police 
Force. Major MacNair, in his memorandum, asks ivr an imme- 
diate vote of £6,150, equal to $28,941.17, to be placed at his dis- 
posal in order to enable him to proceed at once with certain 
works in connection with the water supply, and in accordance 
with Mr. Rawlinson’s plans and estimates. The petition of the 
Chinese merchants prays that steps may be taken to stop the kid- 
napping of newly-arrived immigrants (sin-khehs) by bad charac- 
ters, and suggests the passing of an ordinance prohibiting kid- 
napping, and that a dep6t be established under Government 
control where the immigrants may be placed, fed, and registered ; 
further, that any person requiring labourers should enter into a 
registered contract before taking the men away from the depot, 
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The petition is to be taken into consideration at the next meeting 
of Council. 

We have als__received the report of the Commission upon the 
question of th posed Chinese police force. The Commission, 
Dr. Little only dissenting, have decided the question in the 
negative, and from the evidence laid before them they could 
could hardly do otherwise, all the witnesses of experience, except 
Mr. Vaughan, and the most influential portion of the Chinese 
community, being against the proposal. Dr. Little makes a 
separate report, being thoroughly in favour of Chinese policemen 
and also Chinese magistrates. Mr. W. H. Read adds a memo. 
suggesting the adoption of the Dutch system in Java and the 
appointment of a sub-committee to proceed to Batavia to inquire 
into its working. Mr. Dunman has also appended a memo. in 
which he declares that with the secret societies so powerful here 
as at present, his firm opinion is that the employment of Chinese 
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more enquiry, and a larger trade was going on, quotations were the turn 
easier.—7-lbs. “ chop-dollar”’ placed at Tis.

Woollens: Long Ells.—Assortments 
in renewed request, but although the supply on hand was small, and 
the bulk of it consisted of colours which have previously been weeded 
from invoices to render them more saleable in duller times, purchasers 
were very slow to consent to any advance. Dark Blue, Tls. 6.50 for 
C.P.H.; Scarlet ex recent arrivals, Tls. 6.124 to 6.13; for Purple 
C.P.H., Tls. 5.40; Gentian, Tls. 5.50; Blue, Tls. 5.10. For Camlets, 
Lastings, &c., there had been almost no market, and quotations for all

e Government Gazette of the 13th June 
from the Governor-General of Netherlands 
copy of the Proclamation declaring all Atchin under blockade. 
This letter is dated 4th June, and says :—“ With reference to 
my letter of the 21st April, I have the honour to offer your Ex- 
cellency a copy of the Proclanation, by which I have declared 
the state of blockade on the ports and landing S aap shores, 
rivers, bays and creeks of Atchin and its dependencies.” The 
letter of the 21st April has not been made public, but the natural 
inference is, that the Governor had intimation of the intended 
blockade ; if so, the delay in officially announcing the blockade 
is unaccountable, unless it be attributable to the Dutch Colonial 
Government in not forwarding its official letter sooner. 

A private telegram from Penang states that there is a t 
deal of excitement there on account of the rumoured blockade of 
the entire Atchin coast by the Dutch, and inquires if the rumour 
is correct. Our Government ought to have taken the earliest 
opportunity of informing the Penang traders of this change in 
the policy of the Dutch Government, who have thus, without 

waming, put a sudden stop to a trade in which the Penang mer- 
chants are greatly interested, and which they were assured would 
not be interfered with. While upon the subject, we may as well 
notice an erroneous impression with regard to the Atchinese 
which appears to be current in the China and Indian papers, as 
well as the home journals, viz., that they are addicted to piracy. 
The fact is, that'no charge could be more untrue. Whatever they 
may have been a century or two ago, of late years we do not re- 
member of a single instance of piracy in the Atchinese seas ; 
but the same cannot be said of British waters between Singa- 
and Penang. Had the Atchinese been pirates, we should 
eve heard enough about it long ere this from the Penang mer- 
chants, who get most of their pepper as well as other produce 
in exchange for ds from Atchin. It suited the Dutch 
Government to add the charge of piracy to that of “treachery” 
and breach of treaties, to justify their war of aggression against 
the poor Atchinese, and journals at a distance, in ignorance, ap- 
pear to have taken it for granted to be true. It may be added 
that “the treachery” of the Atchinese appears to have consisted 
in their having endeavoured to induce the American and Italian 
Governments, as well, we believe, as other Powers, to interpose 
between them and the Dutch, as soon as they found themselves 
dederted 80 ignobly by Great Britain. As soon as they learnt of 
the conclusion of the treaty of November last year, they knew at 
once and for certain that they would be attacked without delay, 
pretext or no pretext, by the Dutch, whose demands would be 
satisfied only by abject submission. Who shall blame them if 
they endeavoured to protect themselves against the coming storm 4 
Or who will deny them the right to do their utmost to preserve 
their ancient independence ?

Grey Shirtings: Dewhurst’s 
Eagles 8} lbs. had been firmly held, and nothing had been done in them 
under Tls. 1.90 for sound, but “Yellow” cargo had been disposed of 
at Tis. 1.83 to 1.88, and even at these low rates considerable persuasion 
had been found necessary to induce the natives to become the possessors. 
Red pheasant chop, sound, was worth Tls. 1.88, and mildewed Ts. 1.84. 
T-Ibe had likewise been in improved request, and prices had ranged be- 
tween Tis.

Pressure to sell still shown, and consequently, although there had been 
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no material alteration had occurred in prices,

These rates, though showing a lower range of tael price, are, quality 
considered, fully up to the equivalent of those ruling at the opening. 
All the first chop Teas have been cleared off the market, and second 
packs of Oonfar, Cheong-sow-kai, &c., are now attracting attention, find- 
ing buyers at Tls. 22 to 28. The fine Ningchows found ready sale, but 
the lower kinds have been in considerable disfavour, and are now being 
shipped to Shanghai for sale. Some Shuntam-packed Teas have been 
sold since our last at Tls. 14 to 14}, or Tls. 3 to 4 lower than last year's 
opening rates; the Teas are, however, greatly inferior. The Drum- 
mond Castle left on the 29th and the Gordon Castle on 31st May. The 
only steamer in port on the berth for London is the Nankin, which is 
expected to leave about the end of the week. Total settlements to 
date compared with last year are :—1878, 101,882 chests, 168,401 half- 
chests, and 13,466 boxes; 1872, 113,893 chesta, 192,836 half-chests, 
and 75,737 boxes. , 

Saancuat.—Black : Musters representing about 11,000 packages had 
been shown, seins Hohow and Ningchow kinds, and of inferior’ quality. 
The majority of the buyers had not returned from Hankow, but it was 
said that three chops had already been settled—a Ningchow (Kiukiang 
packed) at Tls.35; a Hohow at Ts. 27, and a common Sow Tong at 
about Tls. 23. These prices were several taels per picul higher than those 
paid at the commencement of operations last season, and were not ex- 
pected to be maintained. Green: No detailed information. 

Foocnow.—New Congous had continued to come in freely, and there 
were more than 188,000 chests instock. A very considerable falling off 
in the quality of the latest arrivals was noted, many of the musters being 
very thin and in some cases apparently mixed with old leaf. The usual 
custom of the Teamen has been to place the commoner classes of Tea 
on the market first, but this season they scem to have reversed this rule, 
and hence the favourable opinion which might at first have been formed. 
of this crop had not received confirmation. There were however many 
parcels of really desirable qualities amongst the earlier arrivals, and 
some of these were thought superior to anything produced last year, 
Freedom from dust continued to be a noticeable feature. About 5,000 
chests of Souchong had been placed on the market ; the musters shown 
up to date wore thin and undesirable in quality, but better Teas were 
hoped for later on. The Oolongs shown consisted of cargo grades 
only. In appearance they were generally. satisfactory, being darker and 
less mixed than usual ; they were alao very free from dust, but in water 
they were somewhat deficient in strength. These, however, formed no 
basis for a judgment of the whole crop, as the fine lines were probably 
being kept up country till the usual strings were completed. Teamen 
stated that the fine Oolongs were exceptionally fine this: season ; pend- 
ing the arrival of musters this is merely a report. The stock was 
6,200 half-chests. Only 1,500 boxes of Scented Tea were on offer, and 
the few musters shown were thin in liquor and not well scented. The 
Maitland had arrived to load for London. The Nicoline for New Zea- 
land, and the Anna Dorothea for Melbourne had also arrived. The J. 
H. Jessen, Melrose, R. J. Robertson, and Wilhelm were expected, all to 
load for the Colonies. Rates of freight for London had not transpired. 

TamsvI.—The unfavourable weather had prevented new Teas from 
being brought down from the country. Teamen were asking extreme 
rates for first crop leaf, and foreigners were showing little inclination to 
open the market. 

Axoy.—Musters of the new Tea continued to arrive slowly, the total 
number to hand representing only 7,600 lalf-chests Congou and 2,400 
half-chests Oolong, or altogether 48 chops, The arrivals had been 
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3,500 half-chests Congou, against 2,600 packages to same date last year, 
and 1,900 half-chests Oolong, against 28,200 half-chests. It was ex- 
pected that the supply of Oolong for this season would be much 
smaller than for last, and there was every indication that the market 
would be very late in opening. 

Caxtox.—A fair amount of business had been done at previous rates 
for all kinds, except medium to fine Capers, which had been bought a 
shade cheaper. . These kinds showed much better value than at same 
time last season. A few musters of second crop Teas had been shown ; 
they were very poor in cup, with a dark infused leaf ; the make was fair, 
but the Teas were much glazed and seemed very undesirable. Unless these 
Teas improved later on it was not expected there would be much in- 
quiry for them except at very low rates. The S.S. Nestor had sailed 
for London, taking 15,254 Iba. Ooloong, 67,918 Ibs, Scented Orange 
Pekoe, and 122,380 Ibs. Scented Capers ; making a total of 205,547 Ibs. 
Tea from Canton. 

SILK. 


SHanaual.—New season's Silks had been daily arriving since the 3rd. 
June. The Chinese finding no ready buyers on this market had been 
circulating all sorts of rumours, in order to induce foreign merchants to 
begin purchasing and pay their prices, In this they so far succeeded 
that on the evening of the 5th and morning of the 6th June several 
houses began to buy. The following were some of the parcels settled :— 
“Incense” No. 3 and 34 Tsatlees, at Tls. 470 and 450 ; “‘ Golden Lion” 
No. 3} and 4 do., at Tls. 455 and 435; “ Beautiful Woman” No. 4 do., 
at Tls. 435; ‘Blue Elephants” No. 4 do., at Tls. 480. Settlements 
were estimated at about 500 bales. Unsold stock 500 bales. The new 
silk so far had not come up to the expectations of a “good " crop, and 
it was hoped that future arrivals would be much better. 

Canton.—No change had taken place in the position of the market 
since last mail. No further settlements had been made for Europe. Of 
re-reels 1,400 boxes had been contracted for since opening of the season 
Stock—1,000 bales of all kinds in the city. No quotations for Tsatlee 
or Loongkong ; $490 per picul was the figure talked of for No. 4 Tsatlee. 
es re-reeled Lacklow $480 to 500. No.1 re-reeled Kotengon $530 
to $550. -

The Italian Minister for Public Works has jyst published the 
report of a Commission appointed to examine the principal ports 
of the Kingdom, and to indicate their defects and requirements ;

‘The Minister, in his preliminary remarks, rather 
tritely, but very truly observes that ports are the links which 
unite land and marine communications, and the development of 
commerce must depend in no slight degree on the advantages 

- and facilities which such ports after: “ Genoa and Venice,” he 
continues, “are the ports to which the commerce of Central 
Europe will chiefly flow as soon as our Alpine railways are 
opened, and Brindisi will become the natural transit point be- 
tween the whole of Europe and the East ; it is, therefore, neces- 
sary that at least these three great ports be immediately com- 

leted, and that the seven next in order be not neglected.” The 

commission divides the works to be undertaken into three cate- 
gories—“ Urgent,” “Necessary,” and “ Of Completion ”—and the 
estimates presented may be summarised as follows :—

or less than two millions anda half sterling for thoroughly 
adapting to the wants of commerce all the ports of Italy—a sum 
of no fabulous proportions, nor one which we should think it 
possible, considering the vital importance and extent of the in- 
terests involved, for any parliamentary personage to oppose. 

Among all these ports there is not one which requires imme- 
diate and efficient aid so much as Venice; the state of her 
Teg and of her harbour accommodation being really deplor- 
able, and we trust that the proposed improvements there may 
be speedily initiated. It is a singular fact that in despite of 
the continually increasing afflux of vessels to Venice she does not 
possess a single dry dock for the convenience of ships which, ar- 
riving in port, might need repairs! Notwithstanding that her 
territory produces abundance of oak, beech, larch, and pine ; that 
the neighbouring Ro a can furnish her with any quantity of 
the finest hemp ; that the island of Elba contains iron sufficient 
to supply the whole of Europe for centuries to come, and that 
her shipwrights are so expert as to be eagerly sought for and 
employed by the naval-constructors of Trieste and Pola, still she 
limits her enterprise to building gondolas, fishing-boats, and small 
coasting vessels. 

Of course the high state of perfectionto which the arts of com- 
merce and navigation formerly attained in Venice must have in- 
duced a corresponding development in naval architecture ; we 
know that about the year a.p. 1420 Venice posseSsed no fewer 
than 3,345 vessels, manned by about 36,000 sailors, and that she 
employed 16,000 workmen in her arsenal ; her naval-constructors 
were then, and long after, considered the first in the world, and 
they did not fail to profit by the numerous advantages which 
nature and art offered them. The discovery of the Cape passage 
to India came, like the shock of an apes were to shake their 
prosperity to pieces, and the inhabitants of Venice gradually, from 

is, and from various other adverse causes, fell into that state of 
lethargy which allowed, and still allows, her rival Trieste to arise 
and to lead the way, with how much damage, not only to her 
own interests, but to those of the nation may be imagined. 
Then, again, if there be any harbour in the world where the 
continual use of powerful and improved steam-dredges is neces- 
sary, it is that of Venice ; seeing that the channels across the 
Lagune are constantly becoming silted up, and that vessels are 
continually getting aground ; seeing that beds of pestilential 
mud and organic filth are increasing to such an extent as almost 
to encounter the sun at low water, and are producing a frightful 
increase in the rate of mortality. But the dredging machines 
actually employed appear to be only three in number, ridiculously 
small and of antiquated model, two of them being worked by 
manual power. 

Considering the splendid part that Venice is now once more 
called upon to sustain it is vexatious and almost discouraging to 
see her listless apathy. Her great citizen, Daniel Manin, moved 
by generous disdain once exclaimed, “ Is it possible that we may 
hope for no more better destiny than the degrading service and 
Aceoble profits of attendants on the diseased, of inn-keepers or of 
theatrical caterers! !” A higher destiny than that for which that Last 
of the Venetians scarce dared to hope, is now her own if she chooses 
to secure it ; she has no need to look abroad for either capital or 
materials ; but if she fails to utilise the resources lying around 
her, foreigners will not long delay to do so, and perhaps it would 
be better for her were such the case ; still we cannot forget that, 
even in the absence of a grant of public money, the ancient 
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Queen still numbers in her family princely sons, whose vast 
wealth would suffer no detriment were they of themselves to 
furnish the sum required for the projected harbour improve- 
ments, and so open the way to every material apd moral amelior- 
ation, with imperishable glory for themselvés and permanent 
benefit for their country. e cannot persuade ourselves that the 
ee energetic, and persevering spirit which fired Marco 

olo, “ blind old Dandolo,” and Daniel Manin has fled so farfrom 
Venice as not to be able to return, nor can we conclude without 
expressing a hope that the enlightened and accomplished states- 
man just called by King Victor Emanuel to the helm of affairs 
will exert himself personally once more in a cause which he 
has already ably and brilliantly advocated—the development 
of industry and commerce, and that Venice may find her good 
genius at last in a personage not quite so mythical as his name- 
sake of her famous Piaz%a. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RoTreRDAM, JULY 22. 


The Parliamentary Session was on the eve of being closed, the Lords 
were discussing some Bills which had been previously approved of by 
the Second Chamber, and were on the point of starting to their country 
seats or for a trip abroad, when Mr. van Goltstein surprised everyone 
with an interpellation about the future intentions of the Ministers. 
The Minister of the Financial Department was the only member of the 
Cabinet present, and, of course, he could not answer off-hand and with- 
out consulting his colleagues, but he promised that the Premier should 
reply the same evening. Mr. van Goltstein declared that it ought to 
create no surprise if the Cabinet should resign. The Judicial Re-organ- 
isation Bill had been outvoted, the Militia Bill had brought defeat to 
the Ministers of War and of the Home Department, the consequences 
of the Sumatra and Coast of Guinea Treaties were felt most painfully, 
and the later elections had been most unfavourable for the Cabinet—in 
a word, there were many reasons why the Ministers should resign. The 
evening came. Mr. de Vries rose and answered the questions which had 
been put, but in a most evasive way. The King, he said, was still in Swit- 
verland, and the Council of Ministers would consider and deliberate what 
ought to be done, and no resolution would be taken detrimental to the 
interests of the country. Mr. de Vries expended as few words as pos- 
sible in saying nothing, but between the lines it may be read that we 
are on the eve of a Ministerial crisis. And indeed, sincé the election at 
Deventer—a thoroughly Liberal district—turned out in favour of the 
Clerical party, the Cabinet has no majority in the Chamber, so that it 
would be an impossibility for it to govern. The great question, how- 
ever, is, who are to be the successors of the present Ministers. The 
Conservative party numbers only thirteen or fourteen members, the 
remainder of the Opposition being composed of Clericals (Ultramon- 
tanes and orthodox Protestants). The more advanced Liberals, who 
threw so many stumbling blocks in the way of this Cabinet, have not 
the strength sufficient to take the reins of government. The position 
is very difficult, and it is therefore not at all improbable that the King 
will prefer to dissolve the Chamber, in the hope that new elections will 
reinforce the present Cabinet, it being desirable that at least the Mi- 
nisters of War, of the Colonies, and of the Naval Departments should 
remain in office, in view of the war with Atchin. The King will return 
from Vevay on the 29th, so we shall not long be left in uncertitude. 
The position is most complicated, and it will be very difficult to form 
a Cabinet of stability. 

General van Swieten started by last mail to Java. On passing through 
this town he was received with all the military honours due to his high 
rank. According to the Arnkemsche Courant the General receives a 
donation of £.40,000—asalary of f.30,000 a year, a subsidy of f.100 a 
day from the date on which he leaves till he returns, a free passage to 
and from Java, and when he dies his children will enjoy his full pension 
till the youngest attains majority. It is an open question whether 
it was prudent to appoint this officer commander of the second expedi- 
tion instead of Major General Verspyck. The last-named officer knows 
the East India army thoroughly, and this can scarcely be said of Gene- — 
ral van Swieten, who has been for some years on the retired list. Un- 
doubtedly he is an officer of very great merits, but his appointment is 
not at all complimentary to the chief officers of the East India army, 
and it will not tend to strengthen their energy. 

Some days ago there arrived from Vienna at the Hague Ito, Second 
Minister of Finance in Japan. He intends to remain a week at the 
Royal residency, and in the meanwhile he will visit some of our prin- 
cipal towns and the largest waterworks. The object of his sojourn here 
is to engage some engineers to carry out canals and waterworks in 


Japan. 

tne few days Prince and Princess Christian of England will arrive in 
the Hague as the guests of the Queen, who is now at her seat het Huis 
ten Bosch. Mr. Geertsema, Minister of the Home Department, has 
started for Vienna, where he will stay about a fortaaht. 

There is a great lack of medical officers for the Eg. India army ; not- 
withstanding that the Minister offers a premium of £.4,500, thereare no 
applications for the service. 

The weather is very hot; the thermometer marking 88 deg. in the 
shade. The public health is, however, very satisfactory, and nothing is 
heard about cases of cholera. 

Money is abundant, but transactions have been of no importance.

COURT OF BANKRUPTCY. 
IN RE JEAN LOUIS DEVEZE. 

On the 19th inst. a motion was made before Registrar Murray on be- 
half of M. Cote, a banker at Lyons, for an order on the trustee in the 
matter of the liquidation of J. L. Deveze, directing him to restore 
certain bills of exchange in his possession, on the ground that they be- 
longed to the applicant, and formed no part of the assets distributable 
among thexmieral body of creditors. The debtor, at the date of the 
liquidation: Jgrried on business as a general merchant under the style 
of Heitz a,,wWeveze, having two houses of business, one in London 
and the other at Lyons, the latter being managed by his father. M. 
Cote was a banker, carrying on business at Lyons, and the plan upon 
which business transactions were conducted appeared to be substantially 
this :—Deveze was in the habit of remitting to M. Cote bills of ex- 
ge drawn upon persons or firms carrying on business in France or 
, and M. Cote, in exchange for the same, remitted to Deveze 

on persons or firms carrying on business in England. On the 
11th of January, 1873, Deveze wrote a letter to M. Cute enclosing two 
bills of that date, payable at three months, one drawn upon Messrs. 
Montagu, of Milan, for 26,732 lire 80 cents, and the other on Messrs. 
Chabran, of Avignon, for 2,100 francs 95 cents; and on the 14th of 
January M. Cote posted at Lyons a letter to Deveze, enclosing the bills 
which bamed the subject of contest on the present motion, M. Cote, 
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before the departure of the mail, received a note at half-past five in the 
evening from M. Deveze, of Lyons, the father, to this effect :—“ Our 
house in London announces by telegraph as follows :—‘ Montagu refuses 
to accept bills. Tell Cote to hold bills of Montagu and remit no- 
thing.’"’ It afterwards transpired that on the same day a circular had 
been addressed by the London house to their creditors announcing their 
atoppage—that stoppage being followed up on the 17th January by the 
petition for liquidation. On the receipt of the note M. Cote took ste 
to recover his letter from the Post-office authorities, but, failing to do 
so, the letter was transmitted in the ordinary course, and reached Lon- 
don on the 16th. The question was whether the bills so remitted were 
the property of M. Cote, or whether the trustee was entitled to them. 


The Registrar, in the course of his judgment, said he was unable to 
find any warrant for regarding the transaction as an ordinary contract 
for sale and purchase, or for saying that there was any specific appro- 
priation, actual or intended, of the particular bills, He was of opinion 
that the bills must be treated as a remittance on general account, and 
as not falling within the principle of stoppage in transitu, and that 
the remittance in question having come to the hands of the debtor, 
and being in his possession and under his control at the date of the 
liquidation, belonged to and formed part of his general estate. The 
motion would, therefure, be refused. 


MRS. LEONOWENS AND THE SIAMESE. 

The Atheneum prints rerbatim et literatim the following letter from 
Rajanattian-uhar, Private Secretary to the King of Siam, on the subject 
of the book published some time since by Mrs. Leonowens entitled 
“The Romance of Siamese Harem Life :"’— 


“Mrs. Anna H. Leonowens formerly employed in the Palace at 
Bangkok as Teacher of English seems to imagine that no Siamese is 
sufficiently acquainted with that language to be able to read the extra- 
ordinary books she publishes, professing to describe this country, how- 
ever as we have had other teachers and in some cases have studied for 
several years in Europe, we are able not only to read the said works but 
to answer them. I cannot in detail expose all the errors in those books, 
or my letter would become as long as the books themselves; but I 
hope that english people will not take her words for it that all our 
rivers flow against the law of nature, nor will believe on her assertion 
that our disposition is very different from that of mankind in general. 
I have heard in Europe that it is not easy for a man to know himself 
but probably we should not be in the habit of crushing people under 
gate posts and burning them alive without knowing it, My brother the 
Duke Mandtree if he returned from his embassy to the British Court 
the terrible savage that she describes concealed his nature from his 
countrymen, who, with many Europeans whose names I could give, 
used to take much pleasure in frequenting that Society of one they 
believed to be a very amiable man. But we Siamese must be very 
artful, and it require power of invention as well as observation to dis- 
cover what we really are. 


“Tn scandals connected with our mariage custom, which Mrs. L 
tells with so much relish like a genuine lover of naughtiness she unfor- 
tunately tells her-story wrong and supplies by invention that which is 
deficient in her memory, we Siamese are not so different to Europeans 
but that offences against the mariage law occur here as in Europe and 
if the matter is impartially considered Mrs. L. during her long stay in 
this wicked land of Polygamy has not succeeded in collecting more 
scandals than could be gleaned from any one week issue of a first class 
English newspaper. Our system of Polygamy may be worse than that 
of your monogamy but our System of divorces prevent that sad pub- 
licity which attends your divorce courts. Of course we acknowledge 
that we are much less civilised than you are but man for man and 
woman for woman I believe from what I have myself seen in England, 
that Siamese aro more happy than the English. 


“ In conclusion I beg to thank you in behalf of many of my coun- 
trymen who have asked me to write on this subject for your reviews 
exposesing the untrustworthiness of Mrs, Leonowen’s books.” 





A CHINESE newspaper is to be started in San Francisco. It appears 
that the six Chinese companies in that city have clubbed together and 
determined upon this enterprise, and a Pacific Mail steamer took out 
an order from them for 1,000,000 type—Chinese characters—to be used 
in stocking the office. Their plan is to publish the paper three times 
a week, its chief object being to instruct their countrymen in their own 
language as to their rights and wrongs from the time they land on 
American soil. The first number is promised in September. 

Some persons, styling themselves M. Matheson and Co., and dating 
from George-street, Tower-hill, but whose name has no place in the 
London Directory, appear to have addressed offers of banking credits to 
houses or individuals in Spain upon the condition of a commission of 
two per cent. being remitted to.them. They use a printed stamp on 
the envelope of their communications precisely similar to that of the 
eminent firm of Matheson and Co.

THE NUPTIAL LOCOMOTIVE. 

Tue Emperor of CHINA must be considered a very for- 
tunate sovereign. He has just arrived at a dignity as lofty 
as that to which any earthly potentate can aspire ; his 
Empire has yielded to him four of its most beautiful women 
in marriage, and now the foreigners of the West propose to 
make him a present of a line of railway, rails, locomotives, 
and carriages all complete, at an estimated cost of about 
£50,000. The motives which actuated the promoters of 
this latter undertaking are set forth in a circular addressed 
by them to the provincial Chambers of Commerce, from 
which we learn that the railway is intended to commemo- 
rate the marriage of the young Emperor, and it is argued 
that its fitness is admirable, “being, in fact, a specimen of 
“that which we have found to be the most fruitful 
“agent in the development of our material prosperity.” 
As a wedding present no doubt it will be as acceptable to 
the Son of Heaven as are the epergnes, salt-cellars, or 
silver sugar basins which are usually presented on similar 
occasions to ordinary mortals, and it would be well if the 
promoters and supporters of the scheme could make up 
their minds to look on it simply as such. From the tone 
of the circular, however, it is plain that they anticipate 
that this short railway may possibly prove to be “ the thin 
end of the wedge,” and that its advent may by chance 
induce the Chinese Government “to make a beginnin 
with their long-talked-of line from Peking to Tientsin. 
Such hopes are we are convinced doomed to be disap- 
pointed, since they are based on an entirely erroneous idea 
of the motives which have prevented the Chinese Govern- 
ment from adopting railways long ere this. 

No people who have not actually seen and travelled on 
railways are better informed as to their capabilities and con- 
venience than are the members of the Peking Government. 
Ever since the conclusion of the last treaties, scheme after 
scheme for the introduction of iron roads have been forced 
upon their notice, and all the political, financial, and do- 
mestic advantages which they would derive from their pre- 
sence have been expounded to them. And it would be 
doing them a very t injustice to suppose that they are 
not fully alive to the importance of the measure. But a 
moment's consideration of the manner in which they have 
hitherto adopted the inventions of the West is sufficient to 
indicate the reason why the plains of China are not at this 
present time traversed by the “iron horse.” Rightly or 
rey the Imperial Cabinet have always been ex- 
tremely jealous of giving foreigners, either directly or 
indirectly, a foothold in China. No sooner were a few 
native gunners able to manage‘ their Armstrong and 
Krupp guns for themselves, than their foreign instructors 
were politely bowed off the stage, and in the various Ar- 
senals the number of foreign superintendents have been 
kept at the lowest point consistent with the efficient ma- 
nagenment of the establishments under their charge. When 
we see such precautions adopted to prevent foreigners from 
gaining power, even in such limited fields of action as 
would be open to artillery instructors and arsenal superin- 
tendents, we need not be surprised to learn that the intro- 
duction into the interior of the country of troops of engi- 
neers and navvies, supported by foreign capital—for such 
would necessarily be the case were railways of any magni- 
tude to be constructed just now in China—and in virtual 
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possession of large tracts of territory, is a step which the 
Emperor and his advisers are at present unwilling to take. 
Doubtless, Prince KuNG is fully aware that the adoption of 
railways is merely a question of time, but it is g'so equally 
certain that unless the foreign policy of China should un- 
dergo a complete change, the first railroad in China will be 
constructed by the help of, not under the management of, 
foreign engineers, and will be paid for by native capital 

An exaggerated idea of the evils which would be likely 
to follow from the necessary displacement of capital con- 
sequent on a sudden and complete change in the national 
means of locomotion has also something to do with this 
hesitation on the part of the Government, and however 
mistaken we may now know such fears to be, yet some 
consideration for them is due from the countrymen of Sir 
Isaac CoFFIN, who, in seconding the opposition in the House 
of Commons to the Liverool and Manchester Railway 
Bill in 1825 represented the feeling of a large section of the 
community, when he “asked in the most dignified and 
senatorial manner,” “ What he would like to know was, what 
‘ was to be done with all those who had advanced money in 
“ makingand repairingturnpike roads? What wasto become 
“ of coach-makers, and harness-makers, coach-masters, and 
“ coachmen, inn-keepers, horse-breeders, and horse-dealers ?” 
But this after all is a secondary consideration; the main 
cause of the delay in introducing railways into China is, as 
we have stated above, to be attributed to the extreme 
jealousy felt by the Chinese Government towards anything 
like foreign intervention in the internal administration of 
the country. And until either this is removed, or the 
Chinese are in a position to undertake the work for them- 
selves, we need not expect to see the “iron-horse” admitted 
to the plains of the Middle Kingdom. 


CAPTAIN SPRYE'S ROUTE IN PARLIAMENT. 

AT length—that is, after the loss of some dozen or 
twenty years—Captain RICHARD SprYE’s plan for a direct 
route overland between Rangoon and the West of China 
has found its way into Parliament. The memorial which 
the Associated Chambers of Commerce of the United 
Kingdom addressed to the Prime Minister in February 
last, urging the advantages of the proposed line, and the 
importance of completing the short ce of the survey, 
has taken shape as a Blue-book; and, though with a 
fatality which seems to attend everything Eastern, its pre- 
sentation has been delayed until the sultry and weary 
end of an unprofitable session, we hope that the im- 
portance of the subject may yet strike some of the 
more energetic and watchful members, and that Cap- 
tain SPRYE’s proposition will be advanced at least a 
stage. Let the order be given for the completion 
of the survey, which, so far as it was carried out 
seven years ago, proved eminently satisfactory. This 
survey appears to have been laid aside for no other reason 
than that the Government was changed—which is worse 
than no reason at all, because political interests ought never 
to be permitted to exercise any influence to the detriment 
of British commerce. Captain Sprye's scheme is unmis- 
takably a grand scheme—it will open up a new source of 
trade at an almost nominal expense—and all he asks is that 
it should be tried on its merits. His views have been 
adopted unanimously by the Chambers of Commerce, whose 
influence is now pressing them before the attention of Par- 
liament. If the Government be wise it will not turn a deaf 


‘ear to the programme of a great scheme, which has thus 


tardily obtained publicity, and henceforward become public 
roperty. . 
Tn om issues of May 26th and June 3rd we examined 
Captain SpyRE’s discovery so thoroughly that it would be 
impertinent to recapitulate his arguments—g the un- 
scrupulous delays to which he has been subjected—on the 
present occasion. Captain SPRYE may be justly described 
—both as regards the clearness of his own ideas, and the 
wilful blindness of those who ought to have advanced them 
—as the WAGHORN of the Far East. The best years of his 
life have been sacrificed in the endeavour to introduce 
among the highways of the world a new route, which 1s 
certain to be attended with similar blessings to that dis- 
covered by the great traveller whose statue stands at 
the head of the Suez Canal—erected, to our shame, 
by French, and not by British hands. Seven years 
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ago, under Lord DERBY’s administration, a survey of Cap- 
tain SPRYE’S route was commenced, and reported on most 
satisfactorily. It was only laid aside on the change of Go- 
vernmen d it has been tied up in red tape from that 
day to this. The maps and sections which accompany the 
present Blue-book will show how successful was the survey 
of Captain SpryeE’s route, so far as it was carried, and how 
promising—how few obstacles exist in—the short distance 
that yet remains undeveloped. The ground has only to be tra- 
versed by an official surveyor, and the line is sure tobe adopted 
—because itcan nolonger be delayed afterafavourable report. 
The gist and pith of Captain Sprye’s route is this—that 
it will bring the Chinese frontier, by land, within 300 
tiles of British Burmah, and thus not only save a distance 
of 2,400 miles—at which Shanghai stands from the western 
frontier of China Proper—but also develop—or rather in- 
troduce, for there is no such thing at present—a trade with 
the South-Western provinces. It is unnecessary to point 
gut the vast extension. of British commerce that will be 
thus attained—for it is only a question of time. We trust 
that, among the members of Parliament still attending to 
their duties, there will be found one who will bring the 
Government to a direct answer to the question—How long | 
is that time to be? 


MAGISTERIAL JUSTICE AT MALACCA. 

WE commend the following case to Sir ANDERW CLARKE, 
and to those gentlemen who so earnestly appealed to him 
the other day at the public dinner for kindly treatment of 
the natives of the East. We take the facts from the Straits | 
Times :—Two Chinese lads were tried by Captain Orp, the | 
police magistrate of Malacca, the one for having stolen, and | 
the other for having guiltily received, one dollar ; and for 
this offence they were sentenced to, first, a flogzing of ten 
stripes of the rattan, secondly, to six months’ imprisonment | 
with hard labour, and thirdly, to a fine of one hundred 
dollars each, with, of course, further imprisonment till 
payment. Such is the discretion with which Captain OrD 
continues to exercise the important powers entrusted to 
him. The lads were of course flogged at once; but the 
rest of the sentence was remitted by the Governor. It | 
seems that the Chinese inhabitants of Malacca threatened 
to get up a round robin, and Sir H. Orb, not for the first | 
time, came to his brother's rescue, and did what he could 
to hush up the affair by setting the prisoners at liberty. 








A RUMOUR has been current, originating from a state- 
ment in a German newspaper, that all the Japanese stu- 
dents in Europe had been ordered home, on the ground that 
the expenses incurred on their behalf had exceeded the 
amount estimated by the Japanese Government. This 
report is incorrect. It is only those students who have 
failed to exercise a proper degree of diligence in their stu- 
dies who have been recalled. 


THE GREAT RAILWAY SCHEMES TO CONNECT 

; EUROPE AND ASIA. : 

(FROM THE SCHLESISCHE ZEITUNG.) 

The European public has of late been forcibly led by sundry 
rapidly following events to give its attention to the development 
of affair’ in Asia, political as well as commercial. The reasons 
are to be found not only in the gigantic progress made by 
Japan, but still more in the diplomatic warfare between the 
Cabinets of St. Petersburg and London on account of the Cen- 
-tral-Asiatic question, the Russian campaign against China, the 
journey of the Shah of Persia to Europe, as well as in the 
pervilegrs ted to Baron Reuter by the Persian Government 
or the building of railroads and working of mines, and, finally, 
in the transactions of Mr. de Lesseps, the creator of the Suez 
Canal, abont making a direct line of rails from Europe to India 
through Y}gian Turkestan. De Lesseps and Reuter intend to 
draw larg ~ on European capital for their competitive enter- 
prises, and Russia also will no doubt look out for German capi- 
talists, as she is not willing to give up the competition with Eng- 
land, although her own financial resources are rather limited. We 
think, therefore, we owe to our readers a statement of the great 
railway schemes to connect Europe with India, Persia and China, 
as considered froma Russian point of view. At the same time we 
shall throw some light on the present trade relations of Russia with 
the Asiatic countries. The Russian trade to Asia, especially to 
China, is rapidly declining ; the reason of this is to be found in the 
complete want of proper communication between Moscow, the 
centre of Russian industry, and the Asiatic markets. Whilst, 
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owing to the development of the rail waysystem in the south-west- 
ern part of the Empire, trade with the rest of Europe has doubled 
within the last ten years, the import from Asia has increased 
only 30 per cent., whilst the export has decreased 30 to 40 per 
cent. The extraordinary activity shown by England, and also by 
Turkey, in building railways in Asia Minor, Persia, and the East 
Indies would completely throw Russia out of the international 
movement of trade, if she did not exert all her energies in order 
to construct competing lines at once. The Special Commission 
of the “ Russian Society for Trade and Industry ” has arranged 
the schemes in three groups, viz. :—1, the Hankow-Persian ; 2, 
the Turkestan ; 3, the Chinese lines; and considers each of 
these from the following pointe of view :—1, the local interests 
of the tracts of land the lines pass through ; 2, the commercial 
interests of the Russian Empire ; 3, their strategical and poli- 
tical signification ; 4, their value for the colonisation of the 
country ; 5, with regard to the international trade ; 6, the cost 
of construction and rental. We shall pass in review the easen- 
tial points. 

I, The Kaukaso-Persian Railway Group.—The communication 
of Central Russia with the Kaukasian countries takes place by three 
routes : the one goes on the Wolga through the Caspian Sea to the 
port of Baku, the other from the mouth of the Don through the 
Asowian and Black Seas to the port of Poti, with railway con- 
tinuation to Tiflis ; the third lies between both, and leads from 
the mouth of the Don, or more correctly from the head railway 
station Rostow, overland to Wladikawkas, a place situated due 
north from Tiflis, and separated from it by the mountain range. 
(The army route goes through the pass near Kasbek.) The Com- 
mission recommends in principle the construction of this last 
route—Rostow to Tiflis—as well as the completion of the line 
Poti-Baku, of which the trunk from Tiflis eastward is still 
wanting, and which is designed to open up a communication 
from the Black Sea to the Caspian Sea on the southern slope of 
the Caucasian Mountain. However, as the construction of this 
line is very costly, on account of the mountain range to be got 
over, besides the communication, va Tiflis, from Moscow, the 
centre of industry with Baku on the Caspian Sea as the princi- 
pal transit place of Asiatic and European goods, being an onerous 
détour, the Commission proposes in the Bret instance a railroad 
from Prochladnja via Perowsk to Baku. This line would branch 
off from the road leading from Moscow to the Don, reach the 
Caspian Sea near the Caucasian port of Perowsk, and go along 
its western shore straight to Baku. The length would be about 
fifty-seven geographical miles. Russia’s trade with Persia goes 
for the grates ends by sea from Astrachan to the Persian ports 
of Enseli, Mligedisser, and Astrabad, situated on the south coast 
of the Caspian Sea ; for the overland trade Baku is the chief 
place of transit. The relations are not very brisk, for the export 
to Persia amounts only to one and a half million roubles, but the 
importsare five million roubles. This disproportion iscaused by the 
expensive transport of Russian goods, through which the prices 
are raised, as also by the want of factories and large depots in the 
Persian ports. The danger of competition has of late been greatly 
increased by the endeavours of England and Turkey to build new 
through lines, particularly railroads, through Asia Minor and Per- 
sia, The Ottoman Government have already granted the conces- 
sion for a railroad from Bender-Buschir to Enseli ; it is designed to 
connect the Persian Gulf with the Caspian Sea, and will seriously 
damage the interests of Russian trade, if the construction of 
the branch Moscow-Baku and its continuation along the 
Caspian sea coast to Enseli is not carried out. (Enseli is the 
port of Rescht, whence the Shah of Persia embarked for his 

ourney to Europe.) A work of equal importance is the Anglo- 
rkish enterprise, already commenced in Asia Minor, of con- 
necting Constantinople with India by rail through the line from 
Scutari to Schikarpur on the Lower Indus (a length of 600 
geographical miles), with a bridge over the Bosphorus. This 
scheme must stimulate Russia’s energy to offer to Europe another 
shorter and less costly line, and she now sets in motion all her 
financial powers in order to beat England by the before-men- 
tioned route, branching off from the European net at the mouth 
of the River Don, near Rostow, and to be continued to Teheran 
through the Caucasus (Wladikawkas). 

II. The Turkestan Lines.—The markets of Central Asia are 
very important for furnishing raw produce to the Moscow centre 
of industry. It is to be supposed that the natural riches of 
those Russian provinces will greatly increase their produc- 
tiveness if at the same time a strong impulse is given to 
them by facilitating the means of intercourse. It is true that 
these roads lead through steppes and waterless tracts of desert, 
witha very poor population. But in Taschkendt merchandise is 
waiting in vain for the means of transport to Russia. The only 
way to open up a communication between Moscow and Tasch- 
kendt is to build a line of rails ; this cannot possibly be put off 
any longer. The Commission proposes three lines—(1.) Oren- 
burg-Taschkendt ; i) Troizkoe-Taschkendt ; and (3.) Kras- 
nowodsk-Samarkand. The first-named answers on the whole De 
Lesseps’ plan, adopted by the Russian Government, of a (inter- 
national) railroad through Turkestan to connect Eastern Euro; 
with India (Calais-Peshawur-Calcutta), The second line, Troiz- 
koe-Taschkendt, is designed to bring Western Siberia and the 
Ural, with their wealth of metal, nearer to the markets of Cen-

wodsk, which has only just been erected on the eastern shore of 
the Caspian Sea (opposite Baku), with Samarkand, via Chiwa 
and Bokhara, is quite a new idea. Even if Russia must at least 
proceed to construct the railroad from Orenburg to Taschkendt, 
in order to connect the far distant provinces more closely with 
the mother country, and thus facilitate the enormous difficulty 
of administration, none of these lines can be made to exist, even 
scantily, from their own revenues, if they are not followed up to 
India. 

III. The Line to China.—The importance of the Chinese 
markets for Russia is very subordinate ; two oat cent. only of 
the Russian exports go to China. Within the last ten years the 
export of Russian gouds to China has fallen off 50 per cent., viz., 
from seven million to 3,201,000 roubles. The reasons for this 
disadvantageous state of things are partially that the import of 
tea to Russia by the European frontiers is subject only to a low 
duty, thus diminishing the want of a direct traffic with China. 
But how greatly the demand of the Chinese for European goods 
has increased may be seen by the statistical reports on British 
trade, at the same time showing the amount of goods offered 
by China herself. It is shown that the export from England to 
China from 1856-1869 has increased from 10,570,000 to 71,998,000 
roubles, and the import from 63,773,000 to 71,642,000 roubles. 
Thus, whilst the export of England to China in 13 years has in- 
creased five-fold, that is, 500 per cent., that of Russia has been 
reduced to the half, that is, 50 per cent. Who would doubt that 
this disproportion results from the fact that England uses the 
cheap sea-route, while Russia has only a miserable communi- 
cation of immense length by land! A radical means would be 
the Great Siberian Railway, but its extension from the Ural to 
the Pacific Sea would not be less than nearly 1,000 geographical 
miles. The speedy construction of this line is not to be thought 
of, therefore the Commission contents itself to advocate the plan 
of a railroad from Ickaterinenburg, in the Centr:] Ural, to 
Irkutsk and the Baickal Sea, which also has long since been pro- 

sed by Government. This line would lead through Omsk and 
Vomak, the centres of the West Siberian mining and manufac- 
turing districts, and have a length of rather more that 400 geo- 
graphical miles. 


THE SETTLEMENT OF THE AUDIENCE QUESTION. 


(THE TIMES.) 

On Sunday, the 29th of last month, the Emperor of China received 
in formal audience the Ministers of England, France, Russia, the United 
States, and Holland. The Russian Minister addressed his Majesty in 
French, and the Emperor replied in the language of the Mantchoo 
Tartars, from which race he is descended. Each Minister deposited his 
credentials on a table placed before the Throne, and the ceremony then 
came toanend. The reception was attended by eight hundred Man- 
darins, including the Princes of the Blood ; and the high officials of 
the Chinese Foreign-office escorted the Ministers to their chairs when 
they retired from the Imperial presence. We need hardly be at the 
pains of observing that the event thus recorded is by no means of an 
ordinary character. It marks an epoch in the history of China. 
Hitherto, in spite of all demonstrations to the contrary, the Chinese 
assumption of supremacy over all other nations has been maintained in 
the regulations affecting diplomatic intercourse at Peking. The Em- 

ror pretended to exclusive and unapproachable dignity. All other 
Kings were presumed to be his vassals, and their Envoys were expected 
to present themselves, if admitted to an audience, with signs of humilia- 
tion and symbols of tribute. It was the last relic of the old national 
seclusion. The Chinese, or, at any rate, the Chinese Government, 
wanted no intercourse with foreigners beyond such as arose necessarily 
out of trade. Everything else has been forced upon them, and this, 
the last barrier, has been now broken down. Without any acknowledg- 
ment of inferiority, the representatives of European Sovereigns have 
addressed themselves personally and directly to the Emperor of China, 
and they will, of course, claim the right of doing so in future whenever 
occasion may arise. The concession thus made by the Chinese was net 
unexpected. It had been long demanded and long postponed. At last 
it was understood that when the present Emperor, who is now in his 
eighteenth year, commenced the public discharge of his duties the 
opportunity of introducing the new system should be definitely em- 
braced. 

Opinions, we believe, are somewhat divided respecting the practical 
value of the diplomatic success thus obtained, but we think that, ulti- 
mately, the advantage must needs be material, It is something for an 
Envoy to be certain that the Emperor has heard what he desires to 
communicate ; but the chief result, no doubt, consists in the improved 
footing on which, through their representatives, foreign countries are 
now overtly placed. The Chinese Sovereign may style himself, as the 
Shah does, King of Kings ; but he has descended, as well he might, to 
the level of ordinary monarchs in the eyes of his subjects. Such a step 
implies a good deal, and its effects may be very widely and sensibly 
felt. At the same time, it should be duly remembered that though 
the Chinese Crown may be shorn of ita traditional splendours, and the 
Chinese Government compelled to yield point after point to the expos- 
tulations of foreigners, the Chinese nation is neither effete nor decrepit. 
On the contrary, it is impussible to say what such a people might not one 
day do. The capabilities of the Chinese, as a race, are extraordinary, 
and they are at least three hundred millions in number. Under good 
officers they make excellent soldiers, for their endurance is astonishing, 
and they have no fear of death. They are teachable, industrious, and 


capital and enterprise. That they would be the better for such things 
may be true enough, but as a matter of fact they are self-supporting 
and self-sufficing. The Court of Peking is decaying, ang~the Govern- 
ment is weak ; but the nation, for all its incredible antiquity, is full of 
vigour. The Emperor has resigned himself to a timely abdication of 
his exclusive pretensions, but we must not imagine that the Chinese 
people are declining in strength. It is quite possible that the world 
may some day be taught a lesson to the contrary. 

It happens most unfortunately that we can get no certain informa- 
tion concerning the feelings of the governing classes and the people. 
By sume authorities the Mandarins and Literates are represented as 
liberally inclined, but held in check by the obstinate fanaticism of the 
multitude. Others assure us that Chinamen, if left to themselves, have 
no jealousy of foreigners whatever, but that they are excited to out- 
breaks of malignity and violence by the intrigues of their superiors, 
who dread the innovations which intruders may bring. It is, however, 
beyond all question that the Chinese, whenever and wherever they are 
found outside their own country, are the most practical of men. They 
cross the seas, and conduct migrations of their own ona most extensive 
scale. They can support any climate and adapt themselves to any in- 
dustry. In California they have excited the jealousy and almost the 
alarm of the Aincricans by their success in the work of life, and it may 
be said generally that it is only by such competition they are ever 
found to give any trouble. It seems almost a necessary deduction that 
if they could be withdrawn from the influence of officials they would 
be as pliable for the purposes of commerce in their own country as they 
are everywhere else. On the other hand, it is easy to appreciate the 
motives ascribed to the mandarins. These dignitaries, probably, no 
longer believe in the designs of ourselves or any other foreigners on the 
integrity or independence of China, but they may reasonbly fear the 
ultimate effect of such popular reforms as European teaching might in- 
troduce. They do not want railways or telegraphs ; they have nv desire 
to see the mineral treasures of China explored by foreign adventurers, 
or the great riversof the Empire furrowed by foreign steamers. They 
Wish to stand, in short, upon the old ways, and, if they could have 
their will, would probably be glad to see us confined again to our old 
settlements at Canton. It is precisely because the Imperial reception 
of: foreign ambassadors is a blow dealt against this policy that the cere- 
mony acquires real importance. The Emperor himself has given way 
to European requirements on a point long and jealously reserved, and 
those in authority under him can hardly help following the example of 
their Master. 

As we said of Egypt the other day, so it may be said of China, that 
our trade conatitutes our strength. Three-fourths of the whole com- 
merce of China with foreign nations belong to us, and there is pro- 
bably still room for a very large increase in the figurea. The Chinese, 
mandarins included, are perfectly competent to understand the value 
of such a business, though they would prefer to sce it conducted on 
their own terms. They are capable of driving very good bargains with 
us for themselves, as we have learnt from experience, and we need not 
be much afraid of any rival influence so long as our custum is 80 
valuable. It is simply the truth that our interest lies in the progress 
of China, and the question now is how far that progress will be imme- 
diately facilitated by the event just announced. The Emperor is too 
young to have formed any opinions himself, but he will, at any rate, 
now learn the opinions of foreigners, and will hear what they have to 
say for themselves and their projects. Moreover, the step just taken 
must have been taken by the advice and with the consent—willing or 
otherwise —of those about him, and it is, therefore, a safe inference that 
the Ministers and officials of the Court deemed their old position to be no 
longer tenable. Another gate is opened to the world without, and many 
may be the innovations admitted through it. China, we may say, has at 
last entered the community of nations on the same footing with the 
rest. Pretensions have been surrendered, which, though ludicrous in 
themselves, exercised a certain influence on the positiun and prospects 
of foreigners in the country. Foreigners, therefore, and ourselves 
among them, may be expected to gain, though what may be the first 
resulta of the new policy we must wait for time to show. Possibly it 
may appear for the moment that little good has been done, but in the 
end, and, indeed, before long, we shall probably find that the first 
audience of foreign ambassadors inaugurated not only a new usage in 
Court ceremonial, but a new era in national intercourse.

We have very little alteration to notice in our market during the past

Scented Capers of old import have sold at public auction 
at a further reduction of 1d. to 2d. per 1b., whilst Green Teas, with all 
faults and undesirable colour, have again sold in favour of buyers. In 
public sale 9,585 packages were offered on the 22nd inst., of which 9,287 
packages were sold without reserve. On the 24th 2,356 packages were 
offered, of which 921 packages were new season's Congous, which sold 
from 1s. 94d. to 2s. per 1b., being former prices, and 1,125 packages Green 
Teas, Moyune kinds selling easier, but Ping Sueys at full prices. The 
deliveries for the week amount to 2,961,000 Ibs., against 3,270,000 Ibs. 
last year. 

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds: Siftings and broken-leaf kinds show no 
change to notice. There has been some inquiry for fair Kaisow kinds 
from 1s. to 1s. 1d. per Ib., also for good at 1s. 3d. to 1s. 6d. per lb., 
but the sales have been limited, owing to paucity of choice. In fine to 
finest but little has been done. Pak Lin kinds show no change ; a few 
have arrived of new season's, per Indus, and are on the market. Black- 
leaf kinds : Low qualities, also common to good common, remain dull 
of sale ; fair with quality, from 1s. 1d. to 1s. 3d., meet with a moderate 
sale. Good qualities of new season’s, from 1s, 7d. to 1s. 10d., have been 
fairly maintained ; finer kinds, from 1s. 11d. to 2s. 1d. per Ib., show a 
decline of 4d. to 1d. per Ib. ; finest remain firm at previous prices. New- 
mike Canton kinds: Sales of common to fair have been difficult to 
make at previous rates; good kinds have been firm. Ooloungs have 
suld at public sale without change in prices. Fair to good Souchongs 
have sold at auction at 4d. to 1d. per lb. decline. In flowery Pekoes and 
uncoluured Japans there has been no business to report. 

Scented Teas.—Canton Capers : Common to fair have sold at public 
sale at a decline of 1d. to 2d. per lb., some selling as low as 3$d. to 54d.

Green Teas. — The further quantity offered at public auction has 
consisted of undesirable coloured Tea, with all faults, and prices have 
again becn lower. Privately but little has been done, and it is very 
difficult to effect sales, the quantity unsold being much in exccas of the 
wants of buyers. 

Messrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Rhcden’s Circular says : The business 
during the last furtnight has been chiefly in new season's Teas, and the 
market being seldom in so favourable a position, transactions have been 
on a large scale ; we estimate that 50,000 packages have been sold, and 
at satisfactory prices, but owing to the exorbitant rates paid at Hankow 
the profits are small, and certainly not worth the risks incurred. The 
quality of the crop as a whole we make preferable to last season's ; 
Teas from the Chong-Sou-Kye district proving especially fine; the 
Ning Chows, though only a few chops have arrived, seem wanting in 
freshness and high condition ; Oopacks, are strong in the cup, but lack 
quality ; Ovanfa district, preferable to last season's, still not up toa 


favourable yield. Prices opened at 2s. 4d.to 2a, 6d. for finest, 2s. to 


2s, 38d. for fine, 1s. 9d. to 1s. 11d. for second quality, and 1s. 7d. to 
1s. 8d. for tarry kinds, chiefly inferior Oonams, and these rates have 
been fully maintained, except for Teas at 1s. 9d. to 2s., which have 
sold at a Id. to 14d. per Ib. decline. The export from 1st June to 18th 
July is given at 47,000,000 lbs., against 58,000,000 Ibs. last year to same 
date. For the Continent there have been a few transactions in fine 
and finest quality at 2s. to 2s. 9d. per Ib., the chop Khe-Hing making 
the latter price. 
SILK. 


The very low prices ruling have led to some little business in Asiatic 
Silk during the past fortnight, but the general position of the market 
is unimproved, and the tendency of prices seems still downwards. In 
China Silk a few parcels of common Tsatlee have lately been sold from 
15s.
